READS PAPER 
ON OSMOSIS 



Instructive Meeting Held by 
Physical Club in Macdonald 
Physics Building. 



EXPERIMENTS DESCRIBED 



Paper Was Intensely Interesting 
and Continued Much Food 
For Thought- 



Yesterday afternoon the Physical 
Society had a very pleasant and In- 
structive meeting in the Macdonald 
Physics Building. After tea hud boon 
served, the minutes of the previous 
meeting were read hy the secretary. 
Miss Violet Henry, and approved. Ai 
there was no further business to dis- 
cuss, Dr. C. J. Lynde wus eulled upon 
to deliver his paper ou "Osmosis in 
Soils." 

Dr. Lynde gave a detailed accnunt 
of experiments that had hcen made at 
Macdonald College to prove that, bç- 
attraction, evaporation, etc., water was 
sides the well-known ways of capillary 
distributed through the soil by os- 
mosis. He gave a detailed account of 
nine experiments that had been made 
to prove that there was such a thing 
as osmosic flow in (he earth. The 
material first used In these experi- 
ments was alluvial clay weakened with 
water. Ono of the difficulties they 
met with was that, there were signs of 
osmosic flow when water alone was 
used. This difficulty ho cleared up, 
however. It was noticed that die os- 
mosic flow was increased when I he 
température was raised. Tests were 
also made with solutions of sugar and 
salt. It was found that when a solu- 
tion of sugar was used the osmosic 
flow was increased. In closing, Dr. 
Lynde said that ho was convinced by 
these experiments that moisture wa3 
distributed by osmosic flow, but If any 
one wished to express his opinions, he 
would be glad to hear them. At this 
a short discussion arose. 

After a vote of thanks to Dr. Lynde 
had been moved and carried, the meet- 
ing adjourned.

The Stialhcona Hall is a home for a 
number of men, and by its position, at 
the very entrance of the University, is 
able to soi vi? as an invaluable common 
ground where the students can meet at 
any tune. The work of the association 
is as varied as it is good. Those who 
wish to help others and those who 
wish to get any advice at times arc all 
to be satisfied for the asking at the 
Y.M.C.A. 

Freshmen are particularly to be 
benefited by the Y.M. when they strike 
a new city without any friends. They 
arc helped to find rooms and confort- 
able lodgings. 

In order to promote a healthy so- 
cial vein throughout college, several 
evenings tor the holding of conversaz- 
iones, skating parties, etc., arc scat- 
tered throughout, the year in concert 
with the R. V. C. Amongst the men, 
Sunday sings, Bible study classes and 
addresses arc of great service in mak- 
ing the out-of-town— and town stud- 
ent, too — comfortable. 

To-day the Y.M.C.A. has at the rront 
a splendid branch which fully exem- 
plifies the work our association does. 
A fully equipped Y.M.C.A. at tho front, 
an association which is unique in tho 
completeness of its riltings, surpassing 
ii 1 1 other clubs of its kind there, is at 
the disposal of thousands of men. A 
library or 100 volumes, 43 periodicals, 
supplies literary occupation and 
pleasure. Lounging rooms are there 
to read In, Bibles and sacred books are 
distributed through the hospitals. Per- 
iodically bundles of socks, handker- 
chiefs, etc., are sent over lo the mem- 
bers of the First University Company. 

Those who were at Niagara last 
spring will remember how useful the 
Y.M.C.A. was, even in a place where 
there was a neighboring village. 

The Hull is supported entirely by 
voluntary contributions. Nearly all 
the men use the Hall, and the least 
they can do is to offer something to- 
wards its upkeep. The total budget Is 
$10,000 a year, which covers every- 
thing. A large part of the money 
conies rrom tho graduates and inter- 
ested business men in Montreal. 

Since no rees are asked from the 
students, it is necessary every year to 
institute a campaign to collect rrom 
the college money which ought to rep- 
resent an opportunity to repay the 
work and /privileges or the Y.M.C.A. 
This campaign will start next week, 
and those to whom the Y.M. is a bene- 
fit should help it forward. A later no- 
tice will follow regarding the details 
of the campaign.

The Students and The Star 



• The following letter touching upon the garbled report of the 
Freshman-Sophomore "Scrap" which appeared in the issue of the 
Montreal Star of October 22, was written by Mr. J- A. Nicholson, 
Registrar of the University, and was despatched to the Editor-in- 
Chief of the Montreal Star on Saturday night:— 

ÎTot'he Editor of the Star: 

Dear Sir,— The writer of the account of the battle between the 
McGill Freshmen and Sophomores which appeared in your issue of 
thç 22nd inst., evidently made full use of his imagination, or was 
"filled up" by some one who did, when he penned the last two para- 
graphs in which he pictures the contest which began on the campus 
being waged on the streets of the city, "the two factions fighting 
tooth and nail" all along Bleury and St. Catherine streets, com- 
pletely holding up all traffic, whilst many of the onlookers received 
-some of the ammunition intended for the boys." That is how a 
sensationalist would like to have had it. This was what actually 
happened :— The "battle," if such it can be called, was finished on 
the campus, with the greatest good feeling prevailing, and a march 
in lockstep style was then made along Park avenue, Bleury, St. 
. Catherine, Peel and Sherbrooke streets to the Royal Victoria Col- 
lège where the students disbanded. The line was not broken from 
? the lime they left until they returned except for a few minutes 
•about the corner of Sherbrooke and Peel streets, when an electric 

• motor car and a bread waggon attempted to break through. 
- Rightly or wrongly the students considered they had the right of 
.way and resented this interference with their time-honored privi- 
leges, the bread driver suffering to the extent of four loaves for his 

= injudicious action. The students would certainly not have com- 
mitted even this minor offence without a certain measure of pro- 
evocation. On St. Catherine street there was no interference with 
r traffic to speak of further than was caused by the line winding 
-snakelike from one side of the street to the other for the length of 
"a few blocks, and as for ammunition being thrown around and hit- 
"'ting spectators, this, of course, is the purest fiction, for as already 
1 stated there was no "scrapping" and consequently no "ammuni- 
■ tion" needed. Moreover, there was no "ammunition," as this had 

• been exhausted hours before they left the campus. With the ex- 
ception of the little melee for which there was some justification, 

-to say the least, the whole march was carried out in orderly fashion 
and with great credit to the participants. There was a time when 
McGill students did not always behave themselves as they should 
on the city streets when "out for a time," but that day is past, and 
I venture to assert that no body of McGill men would to-day con- 
duct themselves as your reporter would have the public believe 
they did on Friday last. It is bad enough to have the University 
adversely advertised when it is deserved, but that its students 
should be made out hoodlums when they deserve only praise is 
not only doing them an injustice but the institution of which they 
are members as well — an injustice whicli can only partially be set 
right (I am sorry to say) by the publication of this letter, the truth 
of the statements contained in which 1 am prepared to vouch for 
on the most reliable testimony.

WORK OF A HA LANCE WHEEL. 

The balance wheel of a large watch 
has a diameter of about 0.7."i inch and a 
circumference of 2. 38 Inches, says an 
article in Prometheus. As Ihe wheel 
makes rive single oscillations In a sec- 
ond, and the amplitude of each oscil- 
lation is 15 complete revolutions, the 
rim travels about 18 inches in a rec- 
ond, one mile in an hour and 24 miles 
in a day. In three years or uninter- 
rupted running, which is not. unusual, 
the (ravel of the rim or the balance 
wheel equals or exceeds the circum- 
ference of the earth, a distance that a 
locomotive, running ten hours daily at 
a speed or 30 miles per hour, would 
take nearly three months fo accom- 
plish.

LIEUT. WALCOTT ILL 



Graduate of Last Year Has Been 
Accompanying Hospital Ships 
From Dardanelles. 



rte. Bert. W. Culyer. with No. 3 (Mc- 
Gill) General Hospital writes as fol- 
lows to his father. W. Culyer, hall 
porter at the McGill Union: 

"Here am I at it again and nothing 
to write about. I see by the newspap- 
ers to-day that the British advanced 
another 1,000 yards yesterday, and we 
must have got off lightly loo for we 
have had no convoy for four or five 
days. We are lucki.y able to get the 
London newspapers. We get the morn- 
ing papers about seven o'clock at 
night, when the mail boats conic over. 
They are very oftpu not sent out when 
subs, are known to be in the Channel. 
Just fancy ten large ships of mail 
every day for the British army here. 
I am glad that you are settled back 
at the Union again. All the boys wish 
to bo remembered to you. Charlie 
Stewart says he could beat you at bil- 
liards with his eyes shut. Did I tell 
you that Lieut. George Laing came to 
see us a few weeks ngo. He is with 
a B. A. M. C. Field Ambulance a few 
miles away. He looks fine in officer's 
uniform. Walcott (Lieutenant), has 
been hackwards and forwards to the 
Dardanelles in a hospital Hhip. He is 
at present convalescing at Osborne 
Castle after an attack of dysentry con- 
tracted at the Dardanelles. Fherts Is 
with George Laing, but I have, heard 
nothing of the other boys. 

"I had two cases of tetanus at P.M. 
yesterday. They were overlooked and 
did not get any vaccine at the dress- 
ing station. I had fifteen P.M. last 
week when the big rush was on. I 
have a nice skull for a souvenir, a 
German with a hole In the lop large 
enough lo get your fist into. I have 
been offered 1 (10 francs for it, but I 
would not sell it for 500. 

"Captain Dixon wished to bo remem- 
bered to you, also Capt. McKlm. He 
has been up the line for Ihc last few- 
days at a dressing station. 

"I must, nway as the bugle is just 
going 'Cook House Door'; so I will 
have to hurry or my bread and jam 
will get cold and I really can't have 
n cold supper on Sunday.

Taris, France, Oct. 26.— The Temps, 
commenting on the calm attltuac 
maintained by the Duma when the 
order for adjournment was announced, 
says that their example of patriotism 
has been of inestimable value to the 
people. To the great regret of Rus- 
sia's enemies, continues the paper, the 
tactics of the Duma have been crowned 
with success. 

Quiet again reigns among the work- 
ing classes; in Mobcow. where the 
strike had assumed a serious aspect, 
the stoppage of work only lasted a 
very short time. Nothing could give a 
better idea of the spirit of the people 
as a whole than the tone that has pre- 
vailed at the debates of the congresses 
of the unions of the Zcmstvos, and of 
the municipalities, which have been 
held in Moscow. The one aim of all 
the delegates is lo preserve peace in 
the interior of the country, and so 
bring Ibe united efforts of the nation 
to bear on the successful waging of the 
war. The press, hostile to Bussla, need 
entertain no hopes as lo the outcome 
of the situation in that country. No 
conflict, of whatever nature, would 
have the results desired by the enemy. 
The work for the. army will continue 
uninterrupted. The nation's represen- 
tatives nre watching over the Interests 
of the army, and it goes without say- 
ing that the Government will under- 
take no steps contrary to the welfare 
of the nation.

The Fourth Universities Company 
started al S.30 yesterday for what was 
going to bo an all-day route, march, 
which play was interrupted by the ad- 
vent of the rain. Upon starting, every 
man was supplied with a "billy" can, 
and he was told to arm hinuelf with a 
rifle and as much uncooked food as 
the "billy" or ho would hold.. Upon 
starting they marched over West mount 
to the back of the mountain, where 
drill in extended order was practised. 
When theso manoeuvres were com- 
pleted the company marched past 
Snowdon Junction and took up a posi- 
tion west of Blue Bonnets. It being 
almost lunch time, arms were piled 
and messes were formed of four men 
each. These parties split off and built 
small fires, over which tea and coffee 
were cooked and the uncooked food 
made eatable. There were innumer- 
able kinds of edibles, suiting the tastes 
of all. Some favored "flap-jacks," 
'bannocks" or "chappatties," while 
sausages, pork-chops, soup, bacon and 
fried potatoes or eggs and bacon were 
found on the camp fires of many par- 
ties. The all-famous baked beans 
were very much In evidence. The men 
showed great ingenuity in conceiving 
and cooking the food, but up to date 
we have not yet heard of any casual- 
lies resulting from this diet. After 
lunch the fires were thoroughly exlln- 
guished and the camping place cleaned 
up. An alarm attack was supposed to 
have been delivered from the north, at 
which the company promptly came on 
the defensive. However, this did not 
materialize, and as it was pouring 
rain, the company started on its seven- 
mile march home, covering during the 
whole day a total of fourteen miles 
without being forced to drop one man. 
When the company returned, all ap- 
peared as fresh as when they started, 
and fit. and ready if need be for an- 
other march, which was impossible, as 
it was already three-thirty. 

During the fire In the basement of 
the Union, owing to the fact that there 
were Universities Compar.v men sta- 
tioned (here, the guard was called out 
in a hurry, and as was their duty, they 
deficd (he flames by standing with 
fixed bayonets and sloped arms at the 
scene of operations until the firemen 
had thoroughly extinguished the blaze. 

The names of Privates A. W. Keith 
and V. J. Jones appeared on the 
strength yesterday. 

The Fourth Company Is now re- 
cruited fifteen men over strength. 
These, however, will be balanced up 
by (ho fact that ten are heing taken as 
N.C.O.'s, while five or six are at pres- 
ent confined to hospital. All the men 
arc here with the exception of six or 
seven, who are as yet on their way 
from Vancouver. 

A squad of 25 men will go to the 
ranges to-day, where they will get In- 
struction and practice both in (he ma- 
chine gun firing and rifle range shoot- 
ing, at both 200 and 500 yards distance.

The 
sole evidence of a conspiracy among 
the Arabs was based on the "fact that 
a meeting took place at Safda between 
Abdel Kerlm, a Lebanon Mohammadan, 
former president of the Arab Club in 
Constantinople, with the former dep- 
uty for Beirut, Nlza Dey el Solh. The 
Turkish authorities were Informed of 
this meeting and Immediately arrested 
Abdel Kcrim and Nlza Bey, with their 
families.

A. W. Heron, Arts '17, last year in- 
tercollegiate 100 and 220 yards cham- 
pion, is now in Belgium attached to 
No. 6 Field Ambulauce of the Second 
Canadian Division, and with a class- 
mate, Leslie Roberts, Ir engaged in 
driving an ambulance conveying 
wounded Tommies from the firing line 
to the rear. He writes to N. B, Allan, 
Arts '17, as follows: 

Belgium, Sept. 26, 1915. 

"How is every little thing ? I don't 
know what started me writing to your 
burly self, but everybody else Is writ- 
ing, so I might as well give the ceusor 
somethlng to do to hold his job. We 
are on active service now— active as 
the very devil. We are about three 
or four miles back of the line, but a 
couple of ambulances go up pretty 
close every night. You'd never guess 
what Job I've got now. 1 am in the 
mechanical transport section of a field 
ambulance. We have seven Stude- 
bakcr sixes, but I cau't tell you what 1 
think of theui, for it would never pass 
the censor. There are two drivers on 
each car. I'm a sort of assistant to 
my side-kick, as he. is considerably 
more experienced than I In the g:-ntle 
art of running a buzz-cart. We were, 
up the lino last night, and I thanked 
my lucky star ihat I did no( have to 
drive. It has rained for a couple, of 
days, and the roads aren't much good 
at the best. Added to this, we have to 
travel without any lights. Also there 
arc ditches on either side of the road 
with a few holes where coal boxes 
have lit. Truly, this is the life. 

"We are billeted at a convent, the 
best place we have struck for a long 
time. They run a canteen here, for 
the poor soldier. Beer, lc per glass; 
wine, whito and red, two francs a 
bottle. I am getting tougher every- 
day now. I smoke cigarettes and 
carry matches ! 

"Les. Roberts is still with me. We 
have been together ever since we en- 
listed somehow or other. Ho also is 
In the mechanical transport."

The Collegiate Anti-Militarism Lea- 
gue professes a belief that the trend 
of undergraduate thought is againsi 
Ihe growth of militarism, and will 
publish the returns as an awsre to 
the arguments of the American Legion 
and tho National Security League. The 
officers of the League are Karl 0. 
Karstcn. President, Columbia; Arthur 
rither, Vice-President, Harvard; John 
Temple Graves, Jr., Secretary, Prince- 
ton; A. L. Trachtenbcrg, Treasurer,

Graduate of Last Year Has Been 
Accompanying Hospital Ships 
From Dardanelles. 



rte. Bert. W. Culyer. with No. 3 (Mc 
Gill) General Hospital writes as fol- 
lows to his father, Vf, Culyer, hall 
porter at the McGill Union: 

"Here am I at it again and nothing 
tn write about. I see by the newspap- 
ers to-day that the British advanced 
another 1,000 yards yesterday, and we 
must have got off lightly loo for we 
have had no convoy for four or five 
days. We are luckily able to get the 
London newspapers. We get the morn 
Ing papers about seven o'clock at 
night, when the mail boats come over. 
They are very often not sent out when 
subs, are known to be In the Channel 
Just fancy ten large ships of mail 
every day for the British army here. 
I am glad that you are settled back 
at the Union again. All the boys wish 
to bo remembered to you. Charlie 
Stewart says he could beat you at bil- 
liards with his eyes shut. Did I tell 
you that Lieut. George Laing came to 
see us a few weeks ago. He is Willi 
a R. A. M. C. Field Ambulance a few 
miles away. He looks fine In officer's 
uniform. Walcott (Lieutenant), has 
been bnckwards and forwards to the 
Dardanelles in a hospital ship. He is 
at present convalescing at Osborne 
Castle after an attack of dysentry con 
tracted at the Dardanelles. Eberta Is 
with George Lalng, but I have heard 
nothing of the other boys. 

"I had two cases of tetanus at P.M 
yesterday. They were overlooked and 
did not. get any vaccine at the dress 
ing station. I had fifteen P.M. last 
week when the big rush was on. 
have a nice skull for a souvenir, a 
German with a hole in the top large 
enough to get your fist into. 1 havo 
been offered 100 francs for it, but I 
would not sell it for 500. 

"Captain Dixon wished to be remem 
bered to you, also Capt. McKim. He 
has hecn up the line, for the last few 
days at a dressing station. 

"I must away as the bugle is just 
going 'Cook House Door'; so I will 
have to hurry or my brcud and jam 
will get cold and I really can't have 
a cold supper on Sunday.

Paris, France, Oct. 26.— The Temps, 
commenting ou the. calm attitude 
maintained by the Duma when the 
order for adjournment was announced, 
says that their example of patriotism 
has been of inestimable value to the 
people. To the great regret of Rus- 
sia's enemies, continues the paper, the 
tactics of tho Duma have been crowned 
with success. 

Quiet again reigns among the work- 
ing classes; in Moscow, where the 
strike had assumed a serious aspect, 
the stoppage of work only lasted a 
very short time. Nothing could give a 
better idea of the spirit of the people 
as a whole than the tone that has pre- 
vailed at the debates of the congresses 
of the unions of the Zemstvos, and of 
the municipalities, which have been 
held in Moscow. The one aim of all 
the delegates is to preserve peace in 
the interior of tho country, and so 
bring the united efforts of the nation 
to bear on the successful waging of the 
war. The press, hostile to Russia, need 
entertain no hopes as to the outcome 
of the situation in that country. No 
conflict, of whatever nature, would 
have the results desired by the enemy. 
The work for the. army will continue 
uninterrupted. The nation's represen- 
tatives arc watching over the interests 
of the army, and It goes without, say- 
ing that the Government will under- 
take no steps contrary to the welfare 
of the nation.

Universities Unit Cooked Their 
Own Lunch Near Blue 
Bonnets. 



HURRIED CALL FOR GUARD 



Those on Duty at Union Turn 
Out at Fire 
Alarm. 



The Fourth Universities Company 
started at 8.30 yesterday for what was 
going to bo an all-day route march, 
which play was interrupted by the ad- 
vent of the rain. Upon starting, every 
man was supplied with a "billy" can. 
and he was told to arm himself with a 
rifle and as much uncooked food as 
the "billy" or ho would hold.. Upon 
startiug they marched over Westmount 
to the back of tho mountain, where 
drill in extended order was practised, 
When theso manoeuvres were com- 
pleted the company marched past 
Snowdon Junction and took up a posi- 
tion west of Blue Bonnets. It being 
almost lunch time, arms were piled 
and messes wero formed of four men 
each. These parties split oft and built 
small fires, over which tea and coffee 
were cooked and tho uncooked food 
made eatable. There wero innumer- 
able kinds of edibles, suiUng the tastes 
of all. Some favored "flap-Jacks," 
'bannocks" or "chappatties," while 
sausages, pork-chops, soup, bacon and 
fried potatoes or eggs and bacon wero 
round on the camp fires of many par- 
ties. Tho all-famous baked beans 
were very much In evidence. The men 
showed great Ingenuity in conceiving 
und cooking the food, but up to date 
we have not yet heard of any casual- 
ties resulting from this diet. After 
lunch the fires were thoroughly extin- 
guished and the camping place cleaned 
up. An alarm attack was supposed to 
have been delivered from tho north, at 
which the company promptly came on 
the defensive. However, this did not 
materialize, and as it waB pouring 
rain, the company started on Its seven- 
mile march home, covering during the 
whole day a total of fourteen miles 
without being forced to drop one man 
When the company returned, all ap- 
peared as fresh as when they started, 
and fit and ready if need be for an- 
other march, which was impossible, as 
it was already three-thirty. 

During tho fire in the basement of 
the Union, owing to the fact that there 
were Universities Company men sta- 
tioned there, the guard was called out 
in a hurry, and as was their duty, they 
defied the flames by standing wllh 
fixed bayonets and sloped arms at the 
scene of operations until the firemen 
had thoroughly extinguished the blaze. 

The names of Privates A. W. Keith 
and V. J. Jones appeared on the 
strength yesterday. 

The Fourth Company is now re- 
cruited fifteen men over strength. 
These, however, will be balanced up 
by tho fact that ten are being taken as 
N.C.O.'s, while five or six are at pres- 
ent confined to hospital. All the men 
are here with the exception of six or 
seven, who are as yet on their way 
from Vancouver. 

A squad of 25 men will go to the 
ranges to-day, whore they will get In- 
struction and practice both In the ma- 
chine gun firing and rifle range shoot- 
ing, at both 200 and 500 yards distance. 



TURKISH REGIME IX SIRIA. 

Paris, France, Oct. 26.— The corre- 
spondent of the Temps in Cairo states 
that information as to the conditions 
prevailing in Syria has been brought 
to Cairo by the refugees rescued by 
the American cruiser Chester. For 
some little time nothing more had been 
heard of the fate of those prominent 
Arabs who, on a charge of conspiracy 
against the Turkish regime in Syria, 
had been condemned by a court-mar- 
tial. It is now definitely known that 
the sentence was carried out. The 
sole evidence of a conspiracy among 
the Arabs was based on the fact that 
a meeting took place at Safda between 
Abdel Kerim, a Lebanon Alohammadan, 
former president of the Arab Club in 
Constantinople, with the former dep. 
Uty for Beirut, Nlza Bey cl Solh. The 
Turkish authorities were informed of 
this meeting and Immediately arrested 
Abdcl Kerim and Niza Bey, with their 
families.

A. W. Heron, Arts '17, last year in- 
tercollegiate 100 and 220 yards cham- 
pion, is now in Belgium attached to 
No. 6 Field Ambulauce of the Second 
Canadian Division, and with a class- 
mate, Leslie Roberts, lr, engaged in 
driving an ambulance conveying 
wounded Tommies from the firing line 
to the rear. He writes lo N. B. Allan, 
Arts '17, as follows: 

Belgium, Sept. 26, 1915. 

"How is every little thing '.' I don't 
know what started me writing to your 
burly self, but everybody else is writ- 
ing, so I might as well give the censor 
something to do to hold his job. We 
are on active service now— active as 
the very devil. Wo are about Ihree 
or four miles back of the line, but a 
couple of ambulances go up pretty 
close every night. You'd never guess 
what Job I've got now. I am In the 
mechanical transport section of a field 
ambulance We have seven Stude- 
bakcr sixes, but I cau't tell you what I 
think of them, for it would never pass 
tho censor. There are two drivers on 
each car. I'm a sort of assistant lo 
my side-kick, as ho is considerably 
more experienced than I in the gontle 
art of running a buzz-cart. Wo wero 
up the lino last night, and I thauked 
my lucky star that I did not havo to 
drive. It has rained for a couple, of 
days, and the roads aren't much good 
at the best. Added to this, we have to 
travel without any lights. Also there 
ure ditches on cither side of the road 
with a few holes where coal boxes 
havo lit. Truly, this Is the life. 

"We are billeted at a convent, the 
best place we have struck for a lopg 
time. They run a canteen here for 
the poor soldier. Beer, 1c per glass; 
wine, white and red, two francs a 
bottle. I am getting tougher every 
day now. I smoko cigarettes and 
carry matches ! 

"Les. Boberts is still with me. We 
have been together ever since we en- 
listed somehow or other. Ho also is 
in the mechanical transport."

ANTI-MILITARY 

LEAGUE IS FORMED 



The Collcgiato Anti-Mllltaiism Lea- 
gue, whieh was formed recently among 
the students at. Columbia, Harvard, 
Vale and Princeton and other colleges 
to combat the activities of such organi- 
zations aB the American Legion and 
tho National Security League, is un- 
dertaking an Investigation lo discover 
the exaet strength of the militaristic 
spirit among college men. 

Two hundred letters arc being sent 
to tho editors of college dailies, to 
find their attitude towards summer 
training camps, military drills and lec- 
tures on military tactics. The letters 
say In part: "An agitation for military 
service has been started by tho Na- 
tional Security League. It Is our be- 
lief that, such movement is unneces- 
sary and to the highest degree vicious. 
Its advocates may declare they are op- 
posed to militarism yet they aro really 
fostering its spread. The proposal 
strikes at college men very close to 
home. We desire to get your opinion 
on this subject as we wish to publish 
a symposium of student opinion on 
military camps, drills and lectures." 

Eight hundred letters are being 
sent to instructors and professors In 
colleges and Universities to gauge 
creased armaments and a larger army, 
their personal Inclinations as to In- 
recruited among college students. 
Blanks are also being Bent to four 
hundred colleges, including every 
state in tho Union, for the purpose 
of obtaining an actual poll of the stud- 
ents themselves. Each institution Is 
provided with a list of questions to be 
submitted to flidivlduals. 

The Collegiate Anti-Militarism Lea- 
gue professes a belief that the trend 
of undergraduate thought is against 
the growth of militarism, and will 
publish the returns as an awsre to 
the arguments of the American Legion 
and U10 National Security League. The 
officers of the League nre Karl G. 
Karsten. President, Columbia; Arthur 
Fisher, Vice-President, Harvard; John 
Temple Graves, Jr., Secretary, Prince- 
ton; A. L. Trachtenbcrg, Treasurer, 
Yale.

ATHLETIC CHANGES 



New Yor, October 27. — In order to 
avoid confusion during relay races at 
the Intercollegiate A.A.A.A. annual in- 
door meets, it lias been deemed advis- 
able to recommend a change from 
given distances to hips for all the re- 
lay events In future. This change 
would enable each relay to start and 
finish at a given point instead of at 
Madison Square Garden, where there 
is a Icn-lap-to-thc-inllc truck over 
which the initial relay meet was de- 
cided last .May. Two new events, a 
straightaway hurdle and a dash for the 
longest distance possible indoors, have 
been proposed. In these contests no 
college will be allowed to start less 
than four men. so that team competi- 
tion will be adhered to and points 
awarded as in other events. In each 
heat, preliminary, semi-final and final, 
the places will count four, three, two 
and one in points, so that while the 
team with the highest aggregate score 
will win, the possibility of one star 
athlete winning for his college will be 
precluded, These changes are to be

NEW FRENCH WAR MEDAL. 



Paris, Oct. 26. — A Government bill, 
Introduced by the Minister of War and 
the Minister of Marine, in the name of 
the President of the Republic, provides 
for the institution of a medal com- 
memorating the present war against 
Germany, to be bestowed on soldiers 
or sailors who have fought in the pres- 
ent campaign against Germany and 
her allies, and who are incapacitated 
from taking any further part In the 
fighting. The medal will also he 
awarded, at Ihe close of hostilities, to 
every soldier and sailor who has taken 
part in the defence of the country. 
The medals bestowed on the first-class 
recipients will bear some distinguish- 
ing mark to differentiate the holders 
who are regarded as even more spe- 
cially deserving of official recognition.

01,0 IS DISCOVERED. 



Chicago, Oct. "6. — There was found 
at ihe University of Chicago a book 
said lo be more than 400 years old and 
of extraordinary value. The volume 
was large, bound in yellow parchment, 
and its liages were mellowed by time, 
except for brightly colored initial let- 
ters. 

James C. M. Hanson, associate direc- 
tor ol the library, said Ihe book is !tn 
original Vindelinus de Splra, a copy of 
" Dc Divinlus Instltutorium Advercum 
Gentes" of Lactantius, of which, he 
said, there Is only one known copy in 
the world. The other copy, the librar- 
ian said, is in the Britiàh Museum. 

The volume was found in Ihe residue 
r,r a collection of about loo.ouu pur- 
chased as the nucleus or the universiiv 
'il-.aty by President Wllll.ir.j RIney 
Harper in Uerlin shortly after the uni- 
versity opened. Olber important peri- 
odicals and pamphlets of the reforma- 
tion and of ihe fifteenth century have
